The lookout at the life saving station 
saw the accident and scarcely a minute 
had elapsed before the life savers were 
on the seen dragging for the body. 
The bottom of the river is full of rook 
where the body went down which 
flrreatly interferes with the efforts to 
locate it.

ards or failures and this visit has in no 
way changed our plans. We are push­ 
ing aheaa as fast as possible. The peor 
pie are showing their confidence by 
giving us practically all the Bell con­ 
tracts and a great many new ones. The 
city authorities have shown their con­ 
fidence by granting us a fair franchise 
and we 00 not propose to betray that 
eoifidence in any particular and beg to

Washington, May I.—The failure 
of 
the senate to make public Its action on 
the arbitration treaty has created an un­ 
usual condition of affaini. There is no 
ofllclal Information that the senate has 
taken any aetion, or that the treaty has 
been rejected, ,or that the defeated 
treaty was different from the one origin- 
ally submitted. . All that is known offi­ 
cially Is that a treaty was concluded by 
Secretary' Olney and Sir Julian Pai.nce- 
fote and sent to the senate. It then went 
Into executive session, so that no official 
information has been given as to the 
amendments made and ths final action 
taken. 


The secrecy of the executive session 
does not permit the state department or 
the British government to be notified as 
to what has occurred. It is felt to be 
due to the other contracting party to the 
treaty that some notice should be given 
as to what has been done, and as to the 
form of the treaty when it was rejected. 
In case the senate never should make Its 
action known the last ofllclal record on 
the treaty would be its submission to 
the senate four months ago.
